Supporting the pleas for 
a family altar in every 
Christian home are these 
facts: 

1. J. Edgar Hoover said 


recently, “If there is any 
hope for the future of 
America; if there is to be 


peace and happiness in our 
homes, then we as a na- 
tion must return to God 
and the use of daily family 
prayer. Can we have eter- 
nal peace without moral- 
ity? Can we build homes 
without God? or have 
worthy parents who do not 
know and practice His 
teachings? 

“Our nation is sadly in 
need of a rebirth of the 
simple life—a return to 
the days when God was a 
part of each household, 
when families arose in the 
mornings with a prayer on 
their lips and ended the 
day by gathering together 
to place themselves in His 
care. A godless home is 
built upon sand; it is an 
inviting, breeding ground 
for moral decay and crime. 
My hope for the future of 
this nation is predicted up- 
on the faith in God which

is nurtured in the FAMILY.” 

2. Only one of thirty-three mar- 
riages ended in divorce forty years 
ago, when 50 percent of Christian 
families maintained family altars. 


Today, one of three marriages ends 
in divorce, and ONLY 5 PER CENT 
OF CHRISTIAN FAMILIES MAIN- 
TAIN FAMILY ALTARS. 

3. Depending on the time allotted 
for presenting the service, Christian 
Home League speakers relate true 
stories of what God has done in 
hearts and lives because of family 
altars. A typical story concerns the 
time that Charles P. Eisenmayer, 
Christian Home League president, 
was encountered by a business man 
after addressing the Lion’s Club in a 
Midwestern city. Pressing a business 
card into Eisenmayer’s hand, the man 
expressed an urgent desire to see him 
that afternoon. He told CHL prexy 
this story: 

“Mr. Eisenmayer,” he said, “I’ve 
been a deacon in one of the large 
churches in town for forty years and 
chairman of the board for twenty 
years. I thought I had brought up my 
son in the way he should go, and was 
surprised and puzzled to see him pre- 
ferring a cocktail party to a church 
service during the years just prior to 
his induction. I didn’t understand it 
then; I do now. 


“One day,” he continued, “I re- 
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ceived word that my son was to come 
home for his last week end before 
going overseas. He was bringing his 
new bride whom we had never seen. 
We could not bear the thought of 
their being home for the last week 
end we might ever see our son, only 
to have them out with the gang in 
drinking parties, so that Mama and 
I would see little of them. In our 
selfish desire to be with him all we 
could, we hit upon a plan. 

“When train time came, we went 
down to meet them. After introduc- 
tions, we bade them a hearty wel- 
come, and then I turned to my boy 
and said, ‘Son, you know we never 
stood for this sort of thing, but we 
have you with us so little these days 
that Mom and I have let down the 
bars a little bit this time and have 
purchased the ingredients for your 
favorite cocktails and have invited in 
a lot of your old friends, so we can 
have you with us at home for the 
whole week end and yet let everyone 
see the new bride.’ 

“My boy looked down into my eyes 
with a look I shall never be able to 
erase from my memory, and finally 
ead gave me an answer I'll never for- 
ge vos 
“ ‘Dad,’ he said, ‘I’m afraid this is 
going to hurt, but I’ve gotta say it. 
You wondered why I turned out as I 
did, but I wonder if you realize what 
you’d done to me. I was brought up 
in a home where I heard church at 
every meal. But Dad, I never saw 
Christ in our home. 

“‘T did hear you and Mom bicker- 
ing with each other over selfish ad- 
vantages in the home, just as my 
buddy’s parents did across the street 
where they never had any use for 
God and for the church. I heard 
every church worker railed up and 
down behind his back, and every pas- 
tor we ever had was unmercifully 
criticized in our home. You and Mom 
never did make the church very at- 
tractive to me, so I naturally dis- 
counted much of what I heard there. 


“*Then you never placed a family 
altar across my path, nothing to give 
me daily spiritual feod to strengthen 
me against the temptations that 
young people meet these days. I nev- 
er heard you and Mom on your knees 
praying for me. We were just a 
church family. It was a hollow thing 
to me. I didn’t want it. 

“But, thank God, I went into 
Uncle Sam’s service where I saw a 
fellow living the real thing before us 
in the barracks. We threw shoes at 
him when he knelt to pray and made 
fun of him, but he had Christ in his 
heart. He had found the Lord through 
his GIDEON Testament, and was 
really living something that he had 
down inside. I made fun of him with 
the other fellows, but I saw that he 
had something that I didn’t have, and 
I wanted it. I apologized for the heel 
I’d been in making fun of him with 
other fellows, and that lad led me 
to know Christ. Now I have married 
a Christian girl, and we’re going over 
to church and pray for you and Mom 
while you have your cocktail party.’ ”

Here Is Further Reason for Alarm! 
SOARING TEEN-AGE ‘DOPE’ AD- 


DICTION PROMPTS ACTION 
NEW YORK—A sharp increase in 


the number of teen-age nar- 
cotic addicts prompted authoritie 
today to ask schoolteachers to be o 
the lookout for symptoms in their 
pupils. 

The Board of Education distributed 
a 6-page booklet to junior and senior 
high-school teachers which describes 
symptons of users of heroin, cocaine, 


and morphine. By recognizing ‘@ 


victims, teachers can help police trac 
down adult peddlers. 

Shocking cases of sales of heroin 
on street corners, in vacant lots and 
even across a Brooklyn candy counter, 
caused police to increase the narcotic 
squad to trace “the unprecedented 
use of narcotics in recent months.” 

The Bronx Youth Council reported 
yesterday that in that city borough 
alone the arrests of teen-agers for the 
possession of narcotics had jumped 
more than 500 per cent in the past 
year. 

* * * 

Increased smuggling of narcotics in- 
to this country, since the last war, 
started the vicious habit among the 
young people, according to Frank 
Brennan, assistant director of com- 
munity education, who first reported 
the use of heroin in a summer play 
group. 

“The habit-forming drugs most 
generally used are opium, morphine, 
heroin and cocaine,” the booklet ad- 


and the barbiturates, known to a 
dicts as ‘goof balls’ are listed as teen 
age menaces. 

Teachers and community-center 
supervisors, who also will get the 
warning booklets, are urged to be 
alert for the more common symptoms. 

“Furtive glances, watery eyes, drow- 
siness, marked restlessness and body 
movement, stomach sensitive to food 
intake, fast walking, frequent yawn- 
ing and stooped shoulders,” are in- 
— in the list of common symp- 
oms.

“Teachers and supervisors should 
also watch carefully for youngsters 
who may gather in washrooms or in 
play spaces, where it is believed there 
is no good reason for them to be at 
that time. Washrooms, toilets, etc., 
should be searched frequently for 
empty capsules, tins or discarded 
needles, spoons or syringes,” the book- 
let advises. 

Even a safety pin, if found in a 
student’s desk, is listed as an item 
under suspicion. A narcotic expert ex- 
plained that a safety pin is some- 
times used to puncture the arm whe 
a hypodermic needle is not availab 
for a narcotic injection. 

The shocking fact of youthful nar- 
cotic victims can be blamed on idle 
curiosity, as well as gang influence, 
according to the booklet. “Lack of a 
constructive home” is also a factor in 
creating young addicts from “Chil- 
dren who know little about the ulti- 
mate destructive effects” of narcotics.

RELIGION ANONYMOUS 


Religion Anonymous is an organization that was started 
at Crossville, Tenn., about three years ago. It is said that on 
Sunday, October 8, 1949, about 500 followers of this organi- 
zation met in a regional gathering at Harriman, Tenn. The 
group teaches no doctrine, it is said, except the value of 
religion, and is as unpretentious as its leaders can make it. 
It thrives on bringing men and boys in from all walks of 
life without any sign of class distinction. Most attendants 
come in work clothes for the simple purpose of worshiping 
together for a few minutes on Sunday morning before other 
services begin. Religion Anonymous is strictly a nonsectar- 
ian and nondenominational organization. Whether its pur- 
pose is to serve as a feeder by way of bringing in disin- 
terested people to their worship and encouraging them to 
attend church services, I do not know. 

I would not want to be too critical toward this Anony- 
mous organization, yet there are some things about it that 
strike me as being peculiar. Question number one natural- 
ly would be: Isn’t the nature of the movement rather un- 
usual? Second: Is it —_ to teach true religion and its 
value without teaching doctrine? Third: Is it the pur- 
pose of this group to bring people to Christ Jesus and en- 
soueage church attendance? or just what is their purpose? 
Fourth: Is it not really a pity that a group of people out 
on such a worthy mission of winning souls, or helping those 
who are without a knowledge of religion, should feel called 
upon to be so secretive? Personally, I have always felt a 
bit skeptical about such religious enterprises. After all, if 
the would-be religious leaders, laymen, or ministers would 
work wholeheartedly to promote the cause of Christianity 
(not mere religion) through their respective denomina- 
tions, every denomination would accomplish more good. 
Denominational fellowship in cooperative effort to promote 
the cause of Christ and create greater interest on the part 

f sinners in salvation, through faith in the blood of Jesus, 
is not “eg 4y good thing, but should be encouraged. But, 
actually, the very name of this order, as well as purpose, 
tends to reflect on the very cause that the leaders pretend 
to be interested in promoting. Another thing, its name 
“Religion Anonymous,” shrouds it with a sort of under- 
ground robe that is completely foreign to the open-faced, 
light-loving, light-bearing nature of true religion—Chris- 
tianity. My attitude is that any denomination that is 
worthy of its name and has a membership of genuinely 
born-again Christians could be much happier if those 
who would work in an auxiliary manner in promoting it 
would do it under the title and in the name of Christianity 
(and not just religion, especially “religion anonymous,” 
for that could mean confusionism), if not in the name of 
the denomination or denominations with which they are 
affiliated. 

Further, this term, “Religion Anonymous,” reminds me 
of the boy that was going away to the Army. Since he was 
a professed Christian and a member of the church, his 
parents were very interested in him maintaining his faith, 
and, of course, his pastor was, too. His pastor especially 
advised that he be very careful about his association with 
non-Christians and informed him that there would be 
those who would not respect or appreciate his Christian 
stand; in fact, that he should not be surprised if he was 
made light of and ridiculed by some. Upon the young man’s 
return on furlough, the pastor asked, “Well, how did you 
get along as a Christian soldier?” He answered, “Why, just 
fine.” The pastor then cautiously asked, “You mean that 
ou were not criticized and laughed at for being a Chris- 
ian?” He said, “Well, no— no one knew that I was a 
Christian; I didn’t tell them.” 

So it is. There are many people who go out from their 
churches and never tell others, by word or action, that they 
are Christians and church members; after all, under some 
circumstances it might be much better for the church that 
some not state they are members of it. But, as I see it, 
the Christian mission is to be open and not secretive, for 
certainly there is no greater work in the world for a per- 
son to be engaged in than soul-winning, and Jesus said, 
“Let your light so shine before men that they may see your 
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good works and glorify your Father which is in heaven.” 
The organization Alcholics Anonymous is understandable 
enough, but the title “Religion Anonymous” really does not 
appeal to me, although there are individuals, as well as 
groups, whose religious certainty is anonymous, that is, if 
they have any, especially true, Christian religion.

BUSY MONTH OF CONVENTIONS 


The following is an excerpt from 
Wayne McAfee’s letter bearing date 
of December 9, 1950, Guatemala City: 

“As far as my activities during the 
month are concerned, I think the fact 
that I was able to get in three con- 
ferences in one month shows just how 
busy we were here. Brother Pullin has 
already written you about the con- 
ferences he attended and a bit about 
the group in Patzam, which was the 
other attended by Gabino Castillo 
and me. There were over 200 from the 
various congregations in that section 
who came in for the conference, all 
Indians. There were 11 services cel- 
ebrated during the 4 nights and 3 
days we were there, and the central 
theme of the conference was the Holy 
Spirit. Most of the sermons were con- 
cerning Him and His work, and after 
every service my heart was thrilled 
to see between 75 to 80 precious 
Indian brethren prostrated, face 
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down in the dust, crying out from 
their hearts for the fulness of the 
Spirit as our Lord has promised them. 
Our annual conference each year is 
held in Chuicaca, as you know, and 
there the brethren of Chuicaca are 
generally so busy with entertaining 
us and the many, many others who 
come that they have little time to 
seek the Lord themselves. I was over- 
ly glad, therefore, to be able to get 
alongside the copastor of the Chui- 
caca congregation and pray with him 
as he earnestly sought the promise of 
the Father. Brother Gabino and I 
were the only ladinos there, (“ladino” 
is the word used here to mean “non- 
Indian’), and all the services were in 
the Quiche dialect. The only part of 
the services conducted in Spanish was 
our sermons and then I used an in- 
terpreter in my doctrinal sermons, for 
I was anxious for the brethren to 
understand well what I was saying. 
I wanted the women to understand, 
too, and had I preached in Spanish 
alone, the sisters would have under- 
stood absolutely nothing. By being 
with them for 3 days only, I learned 
a good many words in their dialect to 
add to those very, very few I do know. 
If I had the opportunity to be among 
the Indians more directly than I am, 
as I am praying I can be some day, 
I could learn their dialect and di- 
rectly speak to them. The language 


is definitely needed when evangeliz- 
ing an unsaved Indian, but God has 
wonderfully used the native Indian 
pastors to win those of their own 
tribes so that the Church of God in 
Guatemala is largely Indian and is, 
growing. Hallelujah!” 


A UNIQUE SOUL-WINNING SERV- 
ICE: The minister is never too busy 
to win a soul; even in the midst of 
his sermon he stops and makes a 
personal call, and for perhaps 30 
minutes pleads with one soul until he 
surrenders to God, then continues his, 
message and pleadings to all. 

Do pray for these people and for 
our Brother McAfee that he may 
learn the language and be able to 
speak heart to heart with the un- 
saved among these tribes.

REV. CHAPIN AND THE CHURCH 
AT BENTON HARBOR, MICH.

Last June the Rev. Cecil E. Chapin 
was sent here by Michigan’s state 
overseer of the Church of God with 
denominational headquarters in 
Cleveland, Tenn., to establish a 
church of this denomination in Ben-

ton Harbor. The pastor set up a tent 
on West Main Street, with benches 
and a sawdust floor, and began to 
preach. Only a curious few attended 
the old-time revival meets at first, 
but these soon caught the fervor of 
the fiery little twenty-four-year-old 
evangelist. News of the meetings 
spread, and before long there was a 
nightly attendance that often ran as 
high as one hundred or more. One 
evening a photorrapher from “Look” 
magazine happened in on a service. 
His camera caught worshipers talking 
in tongues as they knelt in the saw- 
dust praying for sinners. This picture 
appeared in the January 2 issue of 
the magazine. The article aceormpany- 
ing it was entitled “A Religious Re- 
vival Stirs America.” Today the 
Rev. Chapin, self-styled “youngest 
preacher of any denomination in 
Michigan,” has a sizeable following 
and is planning on building a church. 
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He has the money, too, for a site for 
the structure, which is to be located 
on Midway Drive, a street running 
between U.S. 12 and Territorial Road. 
It is to be a Southern Style tabernacie, 
made of stone, without a basement. 
A drive for funds will start in the 
spring, as soon as the Southern mi- 
grants, to whom this type of religion 
has a strong appeal, begin flowing 
back here to work in orchards and 
factories. At present, services are be- 
ing held at 455 West Main Street, at 
7:30 p.m. Saturdays, at 11 a.m. Sun- 
days, and evangelistic services Sun- 
days at 7:30 p.m. Sunday School is at 
10 a.m. Sunday School, which began 
with an enrollment of four now has 
an average attendance of from fifty 
to sixty-five. 

The Rev. Chapin was born in 
Arkansas. He has been in religious 
work for three years. He was convert- 
ed while attending the Church of God 
Bible Training School and College in 
Sevierville, Tenn. He had gone there, 
he says, not to train for the ministry, 
but to finish high school so that he 
could enter the Arkansas State Uni- 
versity to study law. His conversion he 
attributes to the prayers of the people 
in his home church at Leachville, 
Ark. His denomination, began at 
Barney Creek, Tenn., in 1886, by eight 
members, has 4,660 ministers scattered 
all over the world today, and a mem- 
bership of 160,000 members. In 1948, 
he says, it was termed the fastest 
growing Protestant organization in 
America and the second largest Pente- 
costal church in the world.

“Wherefore, my beloved, as ye have 
always obeyed, not as in my presence 
only, but now much more in my ab- 
sence, work out your own salvation 
ae fear and trembling,” Philippians 

As we travel along the highways, 
there is the familiar figure, both men 
and women, old and young, poorly 
dressed and well dressed, yet they all 
have one thing in common, an active 
thumb. I have no quarrel with the 
hitchhiker. Many of them are nice 
people, just trying to get somewhere 
for nothing. 

The church, like the highway, has 
its hitchhikers, and like every beehive 
with its “drones.” Yes, every church 
has its share of those who are riding 
for nothing. They never stop to think 
that if everyone hitchhiked, there 
would be no one riding. Somebody 
must make the car, pay for it, buy the 
gas, tires, etc., before there can be any 
traveling. If all were “religious hitch- 
hikers,” there would be no church 
buildings, no ministry, and all would 
be heathens. 

The hitchhiker has only one goal— 
to get some place at another’s expense. 
The religious type is no exception: he 
hopes to get to heaven, but let the 
other fellow furnish the way. He is a 
firm believer in “Jesus paid it all,” but 
he forgets the next line: “All to Him I 
owe.” He warms a bench in church, 
sitting stupidly, enjoying the warmth 
in winter and the cooling system in 
the summer, the singing, the music, 
and sometimes even the sermon, de- 
Lemay 2 of course, on the subject, but 
when the collection plate comes by he 
stares straight ahead. He isn’t worried 
about the expense for he has great 
confidence in his fellow man—some- 
body will pay the bills; they always 
have, haven’t they? 

No doubt, he could quote some 
scripture in his defense: “Whom the 
son hath made free is free indeed.” 
But he doesn’t remember that the 
same Bible says, “Jesus said, If any 
man be my disciple, let him take up 
his cross daily, and follow me,” and, 
“God loves a cheerful giver.” To the 
hitchhiking church member the word 
tithe is just an old Jewish word. His 
only goal is to get by. Like Jonah, he is 
going to Tarshish and sleeping on the 
way. Get-by religion won’t stand in 
the day of judgment, nor is it the 
spirit of Christ, who gave Himself, 
making the supreme sacrifice. Get-by 
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TFteaven 


was not the spirit of the early church, 
for they “went everywhere preaching 
the word. 

Neither is the hitchhiker concerned 
about others. He is never a soul winner, 
for he is too selfish and too cheap to 
win souls for Christ. It costs tears, a 
burdened heart, consecration, fasting, 
and hours of prayer to be an effective 
soul winner. The religious hitchhiker 
isn’t interested in others, only himself. 
He never inspires anyone to work for 
God; his example is a bad one, es- 
pecially to the young convert. He is 
like the barren fig tree, spiritually; 
he is “cumbering the ground,” taking 
up + space, and bearing no fruit. 
He is superfluous to the program of 
the church. He reminds me of the ex- 
tra ornaments, fender flaps, and fox 
tails some boys put on their cars. They 
don’t make it run one bit better. 

The hitchhiker isn’t a dependable 
companion. If you have a flat tire, or 
a breakdown, he hasn’t time to wait.

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How Much and Why ¢

One of the great truths of God’s 
Word is that the church was founded 
for the sole purpose of saving the souls 
of men. When Jesus Christ made the 
statement that He would “build [his] 
church, and the gates of hell 
[should] not prevail against it,” He 
intended it to become the greatest in- 
stitution on earth. He gave it laws 
and government; He gave it power 
and authority; he gave it messengers 
and the message. He also gave it a 
financial plan that was beyond com- 
pare with any other plan. Men every- 
where are endeavoring to do what God 
has already planned for men to do, 
and if they would only look into His 
plan, we know that everything would 
be in order. 

Men today seem to be afraid to speak 
the truth according to the Word of 
God regarding this important matter, 
but it takes money, hard meng & to 
save souls. You cannot run God’s busi- 
ness on nothing. You cannot run your 
own business or home on nothing, 
and the church cannot run without it, 
either. 

I want my readers to be open-mind- 
2d and to read the scriptures as they 
are given in this study of the plan 
that God gave to the world, and par- 
ticularly His own people, for running 
His business. 

The fact that God instituted tithing 

is hardly ever denied, but the great 
objection to it seems to be that it was 
under law, and, therefore, it is out of 
date, or obsolete today in the church 
age. 
We find, first of all, that tithing 
began long before the law was ever 
given or instituted by God on Mount 
Sinai. We read that Abram paid 
tithes to the priest of the Lord, Mel- 
chizedek. This is recorded in Gen.14:20 
and Heb. 7:2, 4. Jacob, his grandson, 
also paid tithes to the Lord. Gen 28:22. 
So, we find that tithes were paid be- 
fore the law was instituted. When the 
law was given, God incorporated into 
His plan of law only that which was 
already in operation in the world. We 
know full well that it worked perfect- 
ly during the time of the law; we 
read of this in 2 Chron. 31:5 and else- 
where in the Scripture. The book of 
Nehemiah, chapter ten, tells us that 
they began to bring in the first fruits 
after the restoration from the Baby- 
lonian Captivity. The great cry against 
the children of Israel during the last 
four hundred years B. C., was that 
they had neglected to pay their tithes 
and were thereby robbing God of that 
which belonged to Him. 

Abram was blessed of God; Jacob 
was blessed of God; and the children 
of Israel were also blessed of God when 
they performed this particular part 
of the requirements of God. 

What is the tithe? Of what does it 
consist? These are questions that are 
sometimes asked the minister. Leviti- 
cus, chapter 27, gives us a complete 
account of what was required in the 
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order of the tithe. From verse 30 to 
the end of the chapter is well worth 
the Christian’s time in reading and 
thought. It says in part: “All the tithe, 
of the land, whether of the seed 
of the land, or of the fruit of 
the tree, is the Lord’s: IT IS 
HOLY UNTO THE LORD.... And 
concerning the tithe of the herd, or of 
the flock .. . the tenth shall be HOLY 
UNTO THE LORD.” I want you to 
notice that it is holy; that is, just as 
holy as the Temple, just as holy as 
the sacrifice, just as holy as the Lord 
Himself, and yet men today would dare 
to use it for their own personal grati- 
fication. I have had men tell me that 
they had some tithes to pay but they 
couldn’t spare it and had to use it 
for something else. In what position 
is that man or woman putting him- or 
herself? They are using the things that 
are God’s, without any fear or thought 
that they are using HOLY THINGS 
for material gain. I trust this thought 
alone will bear fruit in many hearts 
and minds. 

Further, it does not state that there 
are any exemptions in this order. God 
didn’t allow for man to deduct this or 
that from what was to be paid— 
no exemptions for taxes, wages, or 
anything else is mentioned. It says 
plainly the tenth is HOLY UNTO THE 
LORD. Yet, men today make deduc- 
tions for this and for that, and smile 
and say they paid their tithes. Gener- 
ally ———. we try to see how little 
we can pay, instead of how much. The 
blessings are only for those who hon- 
estly and faithfully do everything in 
their power to be more than honest 
with God. The man or woman who 
pays the least he or she can are paying 
tithes to God on the “I-dare-you 
basis,” and will complain most ve- 
hemently when God is stingy with 
the blessing. On the other hand, the 
man who pays willingly, and then 
some, can expect God to bless abun- 
dantly. “As a man sows, so shall he 
reap.” Read these scriptures and see 
for yourself: Mal. 3:10; Deut. 28:1-14; 
James 1:22-25. There are blessings on 
the doers of the Word, Deut. 28:15-68; 
curses on those that will not obey. 

Now we hear the old cry: “Yes, but 
brother, tithing isn’t mentioned in the 
New Testament.” In Hebrews, chapter 
7, we again refer you to the fact that 
it is recorded that Abraham paid his 
tithes to Melchizedek. His name means 
“King of Righteousness,” also “King 
of peace.” We are told (v. 21) that he 
was a type of Christ, and Jesus Christ’s 
priestly and kingly office is after the 
pattern of Melchizedek. We are told, 
also, that Abraham was the father of 
the faithful. He it was who walked 
by faith. He it was who led the way 
for the great host of the godly to 
walk by faith. Through him we under- 
stand how to trust God. He was a type 
of the man of faith today. Just as 
Abraham paid tithes to the one who 
represented Christ, so should we, the 


spiritual children of Abraham, pay 
our tithes to the spiritual Melchizedek, 
Jesus Christ. 

Further, we are told that we are 
to be faithful stewards. 1 Cor. 4:2. 
Faithfulness as stewards can be exer- 
cised only as we understand that what 
we have is not our own, but is owned 
by another, and we are only the hand- 
lers of it for the owner. In that case 
we should handle wisely the things 
that He has given us in this life. 

Let us look at the admonition of 
Paul. In 1 Cor. 16:2 we read “Upon the 
first day of the week let every one of 
you lay by him in store as God Hath 
prospered him, that there be no gath- 
ering when I come.” Moffatt’s Trans- 
lation puts it this way: “On the first, 
day of the week let each of you put 
aside a sum from his weekly gains, so 
that the money may not have to be 
collected when I come.” Some might 
question if this is mentioning anything 
about tithes. Paul prided himself in 
that he was a “Pharisee of the Phari- 
sees”; that he kept the law “blame- 
less.” Paul knew what the law required, 
and he knew it demanded everything 
from a Pharisee. The Pharisees were 
very, very careful to fulfill over let- 
ter of the law, which included tithing. 
These men were strict to do exactly 
as the ritual required of them. Paul 
was no exception to the rule, and 
Paul knew that tithing was systematic 
and sound. Paul knew of only one 
method that God had instituted for 
collecting the necessary funds for the 
church, and that was the system of 
tithing. Jesus Himself so stated it 
when talking to the Pharisees. Matt. 
23:23, “This ought ye to have done, and 
not to have left the other undone.” 
This is a plain statement that tithing 
was definitely in God’s order. 

We find that tithing is not a com- 
mandment for any one dispensation, 
but has been, is being, and will be 
carried out in at least four of them. 
It is recorded practiced in the patri- 
archal days; it is recorded practiced 
under the law; it was repeated in the 
days of grace; and it will be contin- 
ued in the days of the millennium, 
when Jesus Christ will, Himself, rule 
righteously with the perfect law of 
God as was given to Moses in the 
mount. In these four dispensations, 
God expects and demands that His 
people pay their tithes. 

In closing may we point out one 
mere thing. The Word of God says, 
“The cattle on a thousand hills are 
mine.” It states, also, “The earth is 
the Lord’s and the fullness thereof.” 
In Rev. 4:11 we read, “For thou hast 
created all things, and for thy pleasure 
they are and were created.” Isn’t it 
clear that God is a good Husbandman. 
Any man who rents will pay far more 
than that for rental. All that God 
asks for the manifold blessings He 
pours out upon us is our faithful al- 
legiance to His cause and our whole- 
hearted support of His program. 

To those who would use the holy 
things of God without excuse and 
without a thought of their use, read 
carefully the remaining verses of Levi- 
ticus 27, especially would I point out 
verse 31. If any man would use the 
things of God, especially the tithe,

What characterized the people and 
the services of that day that made 
such a _ wonderful popularity and 
caused them to have favor with all 
the people? 

I. LIFE. There was not a dead thing 
at Pentecost—wind, SOUND, fire, 
speaking in tongues; glory to God!

Some may only come 
to see us dance and shout, and out of 
cool curiosity stand around and look. 
But remember, we, too, were once only 

urious. “Something got hold of me,” 
the song says, and we certainly re- 
| member that was our own experience. 
God help us to keep things as alive 
for others as others kept them for us. 

II. LIBERTY. Not a person was 
bound. Praise God for the freedom 
there is in our Church of God services. 
I heard one pastor say, “If any one is 
bound, you must have brought your 
own rope.” St. Paul said, “Where the 
Spirit of the Lord is there is liberty.” 
If you are saved, enjoy it, and shout 
all you will about it. Are you sancti- 
fied? Shout about it all you please, 
testify to it, enjoy it. Praise the Lord! 
Do you have the Holy Ghost? Nobody 
is going to bind your freedom. Go right 
ahead and let the Lord have His way, 
shout, dance, talk in tongues, magnify 
the Lord.

The Army has appealed for 165 


clergymen to volunteer to serve as 
chaplains on active duty with Amer- 
ican troops. While the authority exists 
for recalling chaplains now on re- 
serve status, every effort will be made 
to meet present personnel needs with 
volunteers, the Chief of Chaplains 
(Major General) Roy H. Parker de- 
clared. 

“We are especially anxious to re- 
ceive applications from clergymen 
without previous military training, 
who wish to be commissioned in the 
Reserve in order to qualify for a tour 
of active duty,” Chaplain Parker said. 

Clergymen without previous mili- 
tary experience must not have at- 
tained their 33d birthday to apply for 
a commission as chaplain in the Re- 
serve. Original appointments in the 
Reserve are made only in the grade 
of first lieutenant. 

National Guard and Reserve chap- 
lains not on active duty are also eli- 
gible to volunteer. 

The openings to be filled from the 
Reserves are in the grades of first 
lieutenant and captain. To qualify 
for active duty as first lieutenants, 
applicants must not have attained 
their 40th birthday, while those seek- 
ing duty as captains can not have 
attained their 43d birthday. 

If the call for volunteers does not 
satisfy existing needs, Army com- 
manders will order, involuntarily, to 
active duty, chaplains from the Vol- 
unteer Reserve and from divisional 
Troup program units of the organized 
Reserves.

When I returned from Puerto Rico, 
the plane arrived in time to be met 
by Brother Tom Miller, who kindly 
took our party, consisting of Pastors 
Hal Noah, Dallas, Texas; Ray Soper, 
Dallas, Texas; and Ernest Manley, 
Denison, Texas, to his special Sun- 
day night missionary meeting. Elvis 
Davis, of the Bahamas, was the speak- 
er, and he stirred our souls with a 
vision and a call. 

The first week end in December was 
spent at home, for it was our privilege 
to have Brother James Salter, of the 
Congo Evangelistic Mission, here to 
minister to the local churches and to 
the students of Lee College.

Then he left for Elmer, 
Mo., and I continued to enjoy the 
most unusual meetings anyone can 
attend. The great conference lasts 20 
days but the Mason Temple, seating 
7,000, is open 24 hours each day dur- 
ing that time. There are smaller halls 
and committee rooms where meetings 
are being held all the time. Each 
committee gets one day of 24 hours 
to bring their reports to the gathering 
in the main auditorium, and to make 
their appeals for funds. At this time 
Mason Temple is like a beehive. They 
come and go day and night. Occasion- 
ally, Elder Mason appears on the plat- 
form for an hour, but then he slips 
away into some board or committee 
meeting again. It is wonderful to see 
how his strength holds out at the age 
of 85. He is a man full of the Holy 
Ghost and of wisdom. 

Sunday, December 10, was a great 
day in the First Assembly of God in 
Memphis, Tenn. It was a special Sun- 
day School rally, and it was my great 
pleasure to share in the blessings. 
There was a tremendous difference 
in the meetings in Mason Temple and 
the meetings in this large church, but 
it is wonderful to see how the Holy 
Spirit can bless darkies and whites, 
each in their own special way. Pastor 
James Hamill and his wife, with their 
band of faithful workers, had spent 
many hours in preparation for this 
great day. Fortunately, the weather 
was perfect and everything went with 
a swing. 

Just a few very busy days at Lee 
College and I was on my way again. 
This time it was going east to Green- 
ville, S. C., to attend the Mid-Century 
World Outlook conference in Bob 
Jones University. On _ instructions 
from both Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., and Dr. 
Bob, Jr., Baron von Blemberg had ar- 
ranged for some special speakers from 
about 30 countries around the world, 
representing various races, ideas, and 
forms of government. From the mo- 
ment I arrived I began to learn, and 
every hour was packed with valuable 
lessons till I left. Many students told 
me they had never learned so much 
in so short a time. It seemed as if 
the world had just arrived at the 
University with all its problems, and 
the students obtained information 
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that gave them a fresh realization 
of what is before us in the next half- 
century. 

While the family enjoyed a visit at 
Springfield, Mo., I slipped away to 
Kansas City, Kans., to attend the 
Divine Healing Conference sponsored 
by the “Voice of Healing Fellowship.” 
Actually, it was just a conference of 
evangelism, with discussions on all 
evangelistic problems, including the 
subject of divine healing. Gordon 
Lindsay, Editor of “Voice of Healing,” 
did a wonderful job as chairman of 
all the meetings. There never was a 
hitch, for no one came with a con- 
tentious spirit. The blessing of the 
Lord overruled anything that might 
have caused a ripple. Love and fellow- 
ship were keynotes. Grace and humili- 
ty were the characteristics of all 
speakers. There were between 30 and 
40 evangelists and between 300 and 
400 pastors and their wives. In the 
mornings, Victoria Tabernacle, seat- 
ing 800, was just comfortably full. In 
the afternoons it was packed so that 
some had to stand. In the evenings 
there were from 1,000 to 3,000 in the 
city auditoriums. Every meeting was 
wonderful, and the blessing of the 
Lord was rich. 

Ministers present represented the 
Assemblies of God, Church of God, 
Foursquare Churches, Open Bible 
Standard Churches, Pentecostal 
Church of God, Apostolic Faith, Unit- 
ed Pentecostal Churches, Independent 
Assemblies of God, Pentecostal Holi- 
ness Church, and a few independent 
churches. There was a great freedom 
of speech, for the meetings were con-

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Religion of Beauty! Christianity was adopt- 
ed by all of Russia because the Christian 
Church of St. Sophia, Constantinople, was so 
beautiful, 10th century. It took 7 years to 
build it and employed 10,000 workmen. It 
formed a square whose interior represented 
a Greek cross. A series of domes rose from 
the center. The inside was. decorated with the 
finest mosaics and marbles, the altar con- 
sisted of molten gold into which had been 
thrown pearls, sapphires, diamonds, and other 
precious gems. It weighed 320,000 pounds and 
cost $65,000,000. When, in 1453, the Turks took 
possession of Constantinople, they trans- 
formed St. Sophia into a mosque, destroying 
or concealing the Christian fittings. Russia 
has been hit by something more than the 
Turks, and it would be a miracle if they were 
influenced to Christianity again. 


Dwight L. Moody was conducting a meeting 
in London, when Grenvell, a young doctor, 
dropped into the tent, but became restless 
during a long prayer by a local clergyman. 
So he started to leave, but stopped when he 
heard Moody announce: “While our brother 
is finishing his prayer, we shall sing hymn 
number 75.”’ Grenvell stayed, heard Moody, and 
the whole course of his life was changed. 
Through Moody’s influence he volunteered for 
missionary work and went to Labrador to, him- 
self, wield a missionary influence that lives 
on. 


Once in the Bureau of Standards in Wash- 
ington, a tiny tube containing less than 2 
thousandths of an ounce of radium was 
accidently dropped on a hardwood floor and 
broken. They first swept it up with a camel- 
hair brush, then washed the floor to get the 
rest of it; but enough remained for another 
washing, using acidulated water, and still 
another with soda water, and the fourth 
time with hydrant water. Each yielded about 
four hundred dollars worth of radium. Then a 
carpenter scraped the floor. Three years later 
the shavings were burned, and the ashes 
found to be strong in radium. It is just as 
impossible to get rid of human influence, 
exerted either for good or bad. 

Where to Leave an Impression. On Mount 
Pleasant stands a great tree upon which gen 
erations have carved their initials. A wise 
man suggests, “Do not carve your name on a 
tree or a wall, but write it on someone’s 
heart by a deed of kindness or love.” Marks 
on a tree will disappear with the passing 
of time, but impressions made on hearts 
will remain when time shall be no more. 
Jesus wrote nothing so far as we know; yet 
He made His eternal impressions on the hearts 
of His hearers. 


Russia’s Reds started out to influence the 


world, and how they do it. Fear of them 
shapes every policy in the world. s 
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Great plans are being organized by officials 
of the Zondervan Publishing House, Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, to celebrate twenty years 
of publishing ministry during 1951. It is inter- 
esting to note the rapid growth of the Grand 
Rapids publishing concern since its humble 
beginning in the back bedroom of the Zon- 
dervan family dwelling in Grandville, Michi- 
gan, near the city of Grand Rapids, in Sep- 
tember, 1931. 

Following a brief “interneship” in another 

ublishing concern, twenty-two-year-old Pat 
Pondervan and twenty-year-old Bernie Zon- 
dervan purchased a quantity of used theo- 
logical books which completely filled the now 
famous farm house bedroom, and sold these 
to ministers in the Grand Rapids area and 
soon to others by means of a mailing list 
which they personally developed. 

Shortly realizing the need of expansion, the 
spring of the next year, 1932, saw the brothers 
rent a small store building at 543 Eastern 
Avenue in Grand Rapids. The plan was to 
rent this space temporarily—just for a period 
of two weeks—and then return to the farm 
mail-order business. However, ambition, fore- 
sight, hard work and long hours paid off! 
The little Eastern Avenue store building was 
& success ... sales were good... Pat and 
Bernie were in business in earnest! 543 East- 
ern Avenue was soon to become the symbol 
of a new evangelical publishing enterprise 
which was to engrave itself on Christian liter- 
ature and in the short span of twenty years 
become cne of the most outstanding inde- 
endent, evangelical religious publishing 
ouses in the world. 

The burning desire which motivated the 
brothers to step out into their new partner- 
ship was their desire to engage in the minis- 
try of presenting the Gospel through the 
medium of the printed page. Reared in a strict 
Dutch home where the Bible was read after 
every meal, where the Word of God was 
honored continually and where the eight chil- 
dren were taken to the House of the Lord 
every Sunday by God-fearing, conscientious 
parents, it was no wonder that the interests 
of the two oldest sons were directed to this 
type of ministry—certainly the call of God 
upon their lives. 

The name of Abraham Kuyper was a house- 
hold name in the Zondervan farm home. Dr. 
Kuyper, the outstanding religious and politi-

cal leader in the Netherlands, was the author 
of numerous theological works and popular 
devotional meditations. Even though he was 
Prime Minister of the Netherlands, he was 
first of all a man of God, a professor in a 
theological seminary and a minister of the 
Word of Life. Among his now famous contri- 
butions, written originally in the Dutch lan- 
guage, were WOMEN OF THE OLD TESTA- 
MENT and WOMEN OF THE NEW TESTA- 
MENT. English translations of these two Abra- 
ham Kuyper books became the first publica- 
tions of the newly organized Zondervan Pub- 
lishing House, in 1933. 

The first Zondervan book, WOMEN OF THE

Since the publication of these first two 
books, which incidentally are still in print and 
which even yet have a wide, effective minis- 
try, close to a thousand different evangelical 
book publications have been issued through 
the constantly enlarging program of the Zon- 
dervan Publishing House. Books have been 
published for ministers .. . for college and 
seminaries . . for parents . . for young 
people .. . for boys and girls—books of mis- 
sionary interest, Christian fiction, classic re- 
prints, song and chorus books, reference works, 
Sunday School and vacation Bible school ma- 
terials and on ad infinitum.
